BRAVE FIREMEN 
HURLED TO DEATH 


Milwaukee. March 24.—Hurled into the seething 


furnace of a blazing five story building, six firemen wei e 
killed and 16 badly injured today.

T!u> remainder was found to be in 
forest. The farms were mostly small, 
and while .-ome of the farmers were 
; makins money, many of them were as 


they said, "working for nothing"—that 
is. their farms did not pay 5 per cent 
on the capital invested, to pay nothing 
' of their labor. The average earnings 
1 of ihe farmers in the region investi- 
gated was $3:J7 a year. Another inter- 
essing fact developed was that most,

farmers 


; were losing money, and it seemed to 
' be fairly clear that the period of great- 


*>st earning c.iiiacity for the New Eng- 
land farmer was before he'reached the 
age of fifty.

family? !s not this an important item? 
ll certainly is to the city worker, who, 
in these days of expensive living, has 
very little left after paying for lodging 
and board bill. Another fact is clear 
from the statement

farmers were losing money. To suc- 
ceed in any business one must keep 
not onlv abreast of the times, but 
ahead of it. This applies particularly 
to a"T"-:ilt"re whx-h has become today 
not a '"'siness h-.it a science. To suc- 
ceed in agriculture the farmer must l>?
